So far the severest blow has been 
delivered on the Marne. midway. be- 
tween Ch&teau-Thierry and Dor- 
mans, where about Mézy and Fossoy 
the valley broadens to take in a 
small tributary, the Dhuys, and 
where, therefore, the passage of the 
Marne would bé less difficult than 
between the hills of its narrower 
course, 

Violent fighting began here early 
this morning, and is still proceeding. 
East of Rheims; bétween Fort Pom- 
pelle and the Massiges Hills, the 
German infantry was supported by 
a large number of tanks. 

The news up to this moment is 
that in this large sector the attack 
has been generally arrested, and in 
some places broken. 


A Varied Battlefront. | 
The battleline aa it stood this/o: 
morning represented a great variety 
of conditions. . Following it from 
west to east, we have, first, fifteen 
miles of beautiful loops of the Marne 
Valley, reached again after nearly 
four years by the Germans just over 
a month ago. The passage of such 
an obstacle could not but be costly, 
and on 80 small a front risky, since 
until it has been considerably ad- 
vanced the pontoon bridges, by which 
all communications ‘must come, are 
nder artillery fire.

There has 
been no sign of a panic, no indication 
of any overrunning of positions, and 
the consequent capture of large bodies 
of men. It is entirely too early to pass. 
Judgment as to the success or failure 
of the attack. It is sufficient for the 
moment that the results as far as 
known give the most hopeful indica- 
tions that have appeared on the open- 
ing day of any of the — offensives 
so far instituted.

As was-natural, this front saw one of 
the heaviest attacks or the day. A deep 
German push here would have flanked:

The defense of this sector 
is simplified. somewhat by. the deep 
wood belts immediately behind the 
French line, all of these woods crowning 
hilltops of .considerable elevation and 
with steep sides. 


Further north, in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Rheims, there does not appear to 
“have been any fighting at all comparable 
‘to that either east or west.: Evidently 
the Crown Prince saw fit to leave this 
sector alone and endeavor to outflank 
it by attacks on either side.

WASHINGTON, . July 15.—Reports 
from Sweden’ indicate a change of 
sentiment among’the Finnish people to- 
ward their German-controlled Govern- 
mént, making it impossible for that 
Government to raise any volunteer 
troops. to attack the Entente force on 
the Hne of the Kola-Moscow.

‘Von Hertling’s declaration is regarded 
here as a characteristically clever stroke, 
such as might be expected from him. He 
is well known for tactfulness and ability 
to pacify and conciliate. The Allies, 
therefore, must not entertain any illu- 
sion as to his statements. The outstand- 
ing fact is that von Hintze has been 
nominated as Foreign —— and 
von Hintze is the man of the Pan Ger- 
mans and belongs to the military party. 
He is known as possessing a violent and 
obstinate character, and, in spite of all 
von Hertling’s assurances, the chances 
are that he and his policy will lead and 
not be led.

Nothing very .en- 
couraging for the Allies can be ex- 
pected for several days, although 
they have stood up to the enemy’s 
first rush with a vigor and determi- 
nation that must have taken him by 
surprise. 

It was ten days before the drive at 
Amiens was stopped, and only after 
the Allies had given way for nearly 
forty miles at one point. In. the 
Ypres sector the Germans drove ahead 
for about the same time, but did not 
make as great a distance: Striking 
at the Chemin des Dames, the Crown 
Prince pushed the -Allies back for 
twenty-five miles in about a week, 
and it was not until the Germans 
tried to reach’ Compiégne that they‘ 
began to show signs of: staleness. and 
their progress became so slow that 
there was no anxiety on the.side of 
the Allies after the first. tae days of 
fighting. 

Although the French and Americans 
have made‘something like @ record for 
holding the enemy on thé first day 
of the fifth phase, conjecture about 
the future will be idle until we know 
how many divisions the Germans are 
using in the new drive.

When the German churches, ate

towns, they did. not foresee events

LABOR QUESTION UMPIRES: 

The appointment of ten umpires, of 
whom any one is eligible to settle 
questions. before the War Labor Board, 
emphasizes the fact that until now 
there has been no decision, for with- 
out judges there can be no judgment. 
The Western Union case is often 
spoken of as having been decided. 
Mr. WALsH and Mr. TaF? agreed upon 
a report to the board, but they had 
no authority to. decide anything. Upon 
the. report there were contradictory 
votes, the two Chairmen voting alter- 
nately with the representatives of the 
workers and the employers, and thus 
producing confticting majority deci- 
sions, which constitute the deadlock to 
be submitted to one of President Wi- 
sON’s umpires, to be chosen by agrte- 
ment or lot. According to THE TIMEs’s 
Washington dispatch, the President 
thus has “ placed himself on record as 
“an advocate of the policy of a final 
“ decision by an umpire by which not 
“ only the joint Chairmen of the War 
‘* Labor Board but employer and em- 
** ployé must abide.’’ That is a wise 
and necessary decision. There is no 
‘doubt about the submission of em- 
ployers to an adverse judgment, for if 
they dissented they could be coerced, 
being responsible. There is more 
doubt about the submission of union- 
ists, for they feel free to strike, or to 
leave their employment individually,’ 
‘and no way of coercion exists. They 
‘sometimes even defy. their leaders as 
well as treat. lightly their own engage- 
ments. It will be interesting to see 
what respect they will pay to decisions 
of an umpire. 

First on the list is Henry Forp. Pre- 
sumably he is more acceptable to labor 
than to capital. Yet he runs an open 
shop in Detroit and is now conducting 
a lockout in his Canadian. branch. 
The men demanded more pdy and rec- 
ognition of their union. The Directors 
unanimously refused both, preferring 
to shut down indefinitely, according 
tothe published accounts. . Consider- 
ing his generosity toward labor, how 
could labor either object to him as 
umpire in the telegraph case or dis- 
sent_from any decision by him such 
as has been reached in his own af- 
fairs? Forty factories working on 
army shoes were closed by a.strike in 
Brockton on Saturday. They acted 
independently of their unfon and were 
condemned by their President. The 
‘unions of San:Francisco on Sunday 
ordered the boilermakers on Govern- 
ment work not to work yesterday, be- 
cause the wage award in their. favor 
was not observed. If that is true, it 
ought to be remedied, but not by a 
strike. In Canada the Railway War 


‘| ‘Board yesterday sent to the Railway 


Federated Trades a letter declaring 
that the men “ have ‘no moral right to 
countenance or order a strike,” al- 
though: a strike had been planned for 
today by the shopmen, with the result 
of ‘unsettling the entire railway wage 
schedutes, atready adjusted by pubttc 
authority. These’ Canadian instances 
are»mentioned as showing that there 
is nothing peculiar about the strikes 
on this side of the border. 

Of the ten umpires nominated by the 
President, two were members of the 
Railway Wage Adjustment Board, and 
Mr. Macy is a member of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Wage Adjustment Board, 
now defied on the Pacific Coast. Mr. 
WitLcox has had. wide experience, 
both in labor matters and in member- 
ship of thé Public Service \Commis- 
sion. The public will be gratified if 
the one. chosen shall be possessed in 
exceptional degree of the qualities of 
leadership and diplomacy necessary to 
settle such a matter as the telegraph 
dispute. . But the Presideht and the 
public are committed: to accept their 
decisions and to support them equably 
against either employers or employés, 
if either should dispute them.

For no reason except this failure of 
lawmakers ‘to keep up with the times 
can it be that in preparing the new 
revenue bill the very first thought of 
everybody engaged in the task has been 
to put on automobiles of every sort a 
tax that will be burdensome in every 
case and prohibitive in mot a few. That 
it may be necessary, as the war goés 
on, threugh taxation to restrict the use 
of automobiles to real work is not. un- 
likely. It has already been done in’ 
europe, ana& what can properly be caliea 
“pleasure riding’’ ceased there long 
ago. But the European laws were 
passed and enforced out of necessity, 
not on the assumption that automobiles 
were the toys of the rich and that the 
more they were driven off the aan” the 
better it would ‘be. 

As a matter of fact, the —— 
to the large degree in which it has 
taken the place of horses, deserves the 
same treatment and respect that horses 
do, and if pleasure riding should be 
taxed—nobody would complain if it 
were—the impost should be laid with- 
out regard to the nature of the motive 
power employed. The motor truck {is 
no more a luxury, or less of a necessity, 
than is the’ truck drawn by horses, on 
which it is an improvement in so many 
ways. As much can be said for all the 
other kinds of engined vehicles—whether 
they are luxuries’ or not depends on the 
use made of them. 

As for the saving of gasoline, -what- 
ever ‘‘the war’’ wants, of course it 
must and will have—all, if it wants all.

An ex- 
pression of regret offered by the Swed- 
ish Cabinet under such . circumstancés 
would bé a most unheutral slap in the 
face of the western Allies:

strasse is ‘to produce the ‘greatest pos- 
sible amount of friction’ between the 
northern neutrals and this country, 1 
decided to cable an inquiry to reliable 
parties at Stockholm. In this. way 
an explanation was obtained which I 
believe to be authoritative. 
. The Swedish Government has issued no 
communiqué about Mr. Branting’s Lon- 
don interyiew and does not intend to: do 
so. No official action hag been taken 
regarding any apology to Germany. 

The story of such action on the part 
of the Swedish Government appeared 
in. the Nya Dagligt Allehanda, (New 
Daily Miscellany,) a. Stockholm evening 
paper known for ‘its fariatical pro-Ger- 
manism and its: mendacious attacks on 
this country. The story was repeated 


(the Hvening Gazette,): another Stock- 
holm paper which is: known to have been 
under German-Finnish control since 
November, 1914. 

To my mind, ‘it seems —— that the 
story originated with the German Lega- 
tion in. Stockholm, which is always:in 
close touch with the two newspapers 
in question, and which, naturally, 
wished to offset the impression of Mr. 
Branting’s. frank expressions of opinion. 

The whole procedure is quite typical 
and has numerous precedents: first, the 
Printing of a desirable Us by a pro- 
German Swedish’ paper; secondly, the 
forwarding of this. lie. to Germany as 
expressive of Swedish opinion; thirdly, 
the discovery of: this lie in German 
Papers by allied correspondents, and. {ts 
transmission to this country; fourthly, 
the ‘desired influencing * of American 
opinion to the detriment of the coun- 
try where the lie started its: damaging 
career, 

In placing these circumstances before 
you, and, through you, before our own 
public, I have American and not Swed- 
ish interests in mind. .The ‘strategical 
importance of the .three Scandinavian 
countries, always great, will increase} 
with every day that brings us nearer 
to. peace—and -to the new: contest be 
tween Germany and ‘the ‘rest of the 
world that must ‘follow the. military, 
‘peace... Then, ang then only, will the 
importance of a good relationship be- 
tween us and them be fully realized.

WEALTH OF BELLIGERENTS. 


Allies, Excluding Russia, Worth 495

‘The Entente owes an aggregate debt

Powers owe $37,000,000,000, or 28 per 
cent. of their national wealth.”

Protesting that she had not violated 
the law, Mrs. Julian Heath, President 
of the National Housewives’ League and 
the guiding spirit of its auxiliaries, sent 
a letter yesterday to State Attorney 
General Merton H. Lewis refusing to re- 
sign as head of the organization, which 
has several hundred thousand members 
scattered all over the country. W. H. 
Crichton Clarke of 2 Rector Street, 
counsel for Mrs. Heath, filed her refusal 
at the Attorney General's‘ New York 
office, 51 Chambers Street. 

The reply to the Attorney General’s; 
demand that she. resign covered thirty- 
one tynewritten pages and contained not 
only. denials of improper methods on 
Mrs. Heath’s part as President of the 
league, but allegations that “ anti-public 
interests have secured the co-operation 
of your office." The reply said in part: 

‘““My policies are and always have 
been lawful. The membership of the 
league supports me in every way. I 
have never made any money out of the 
leugue, either directly or indirectly. I 
work for my paltry salary from the 
magazine (The Housewives’ Magazine.) 
I have built up a strong and militant or- 
ganization, which faithfully carried out 
all the purposes for which it was 
created. I seek no favors from the law. 
If I have violated it, I demand: that I 
If I have not violated it, 
I demand that I be protected from this 
—— sniping and guerrilla warfare, 
taking the form of insinuations rather 
than charges, to which 1 nave been sub- 
jected for three years.
